In the Office Action mailed December 10, 2002 the Examiner has stated that the 
present Application contains claims directed to five distinct inventions; Invention I, Invention 
II, Invention III, Invention IV, and Invention V. Specifically, the Examiner contends that the 
first invention, Invention I, is represented by Claims 1-29 and is drawn to an apparatus, 
classified in class 324, subclass 765. The Examiner further contends that the second 
invention, Invention II, is represented by Claims 30-72 and is drawn to methods, classified 
in class 324, subclass 765. The Examiner additionally contends that the third invention, 
Invention III, is represented by Claims 73-85 and is drawn to an apparatus, classified in 
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class 324, subclass 765. The Examinner also contends that the fourth invention, Invention 
IV, is represented by Claims 86-96, and is drawn to an apparatus, classified in class 324, 
subclass 765. The Examiner further contends that the fifth invention, Invention V, is 
represented by Claims 97-108 and is drawn to an apparatus, classified in class 324, subclass 
765. As such, the Examiner has required Applicants to elect an invention for prosecution on 
the merits.
